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‘Living Wage Town’ bid fails 


AN ATTEMPT to try to make Seaton a ‘Liv¬ 
ing Wage Town’ has failed. The majority of 
town councillors voted against a proposal that 
the town council should actively support a 
move towards Seaton becoming “the first 
Living Wage Town in East Devon”. 

Tabled by town councillor Martin Shaw, the mo¬ 
tion said: “This council declares its aim of making 
Seaton the first Living Wage Town in East Devon. 

“The council will explore with the chamber of 
commerce, relevant trade unions and other inter- 
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ested parties the practicalities of achieving the 
award of the Living Wage (currently £8.25 per 
hour as calculated by the independent Resolution 
Foundation) to all employees in Seaton over 18 
years of age, other than apprentices. 

“The council resolves to review its financial reg¬ 
ulations so that all tenders above an agreed thresh¬ 
old include payment of the Living Wage to all 
employees, and to ensure that this criterion is also 
included in service level agreements that the coun¬ 
cil concludes with other organisations.” 

Minutes from the meeting only say: “Resolved 
that the motion fails,” and does not give a result 
from the vote nor the reason for the motion’s fail¬ 
ure. Councillor Shaw, however, says the motion 
was defeated 6-2. 

It is understood that those voting against felt that 
many local businesses could not afford to pay the 
Living Wage rate. Town councillor Marcus Hart¬ 
nell, who owns a business, declared a pecuniary in¬ 
terest and did not vote. 

The decision is contrary to the one taken last year 
by Bridport Town Council, which approved a mo¬ 
tion to encourage the town’s businesses to support 
and pay the living wage. 

Councillor Shaw told Pulman’s View said that 
employers who paid the Living Wage generally re¬ 
ported better satisfaction with retention of employ¬ 
ees. He also said he was disappointed with the 
vote, and added: “It is essential to raise wages in 
Seaton and elsewhere in East Devon, which has re¬ 
cently been reported as one of the least affordable 
areas in the country to live.” 

■ LAUNCHED by a group parents in the East End 
of London in 2001, The Living Wage Campaign 


has spread across the UK and is run by the Living 
Wage Foundation. 

The East London parents found that, despite 
working two or more minimum wage jobs, they 
were struggling to make ends meet and were left 
with no time for family and community life. 

The Living Wage rate is different to the Govern¬ 
ment’s National Living Wage. 

The government rate is based on median earn¬ 
ings, while the Living Wage Foundation rate is cal¬ 
culated according to the cost of living. 

The Living Wage Foundation’s Living Wage is: 

• an hourly rate set independently and updated 
annually; 

• calculated according to the basic cost of living 
in the UK; 

• currently set at at £8.25 an hour (£9.40 in 
London); 

Employers choose to pay the Living Wage on a 
voluntary basis. It enjoys cross party support, with 
public backing from the Prime Minister and the 
Leader of the Opposition. 

Paying the Living Wage is good for business, 
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good for the individual and good for society. The 
Living Wage Employer Mark and Service Provider 
Recognition Scheme provide an ethical badge for 
responsible pay.

A PLANNING appeal to build five houses on land 
off Coly Road, Colyton, has been approved after 
an inspector dismissed East Devon's housing 
policies as “out of date". 

The application for five houses, the formation of 
site access and estate roads, footway and parking 
provision on land south of Yaffles on Coly Road 
was last year refused by East Devon District 
Council, but has now been approved after the ap¬ 
plicant appealed against the decision. 

Colyton Parish Council recommended refusal of 
the application last year, as it felt it would result 
in overdevelopment of the site. 

Parish councillors were also particularly con¬ 
cerned about the “hazardous" access to the site, 
which posed a danger to road users in an area 
where there had previously been a fatality. 


A 47-YEAR-OLD Axminster club will fold unless 
new members are found urgently. 

Membership of Axminster & District Lions Club 
has plummeted to only seven, and president Jackie 
Swarbrick says that number is unsustainable. 

To prove the point, vice-president Paul Jennings 
said that local worthy causes missed out on an 
estimated total pot of £3,000 because the club 
could not get the manpower for its Christmas 
float tour last December. 

In 2014, the club raised £3,000 through the 21- 
day tour programme, but had to cancel the De¬ 
cember 2015 schedule. 

Jackie added: “Axminster & District Lions Club 
has given money to numerous local charities over 
the years. 

“I just hope others will be willing to join us and 
work alongside us to continue the work we have 


been doing since 1969."

It is still not known when West Hill will discover 
their fate but it is thought Mark Williams will 
make his decision in early spring. 


SOUTH SOMERSET 


Aggressive dogs a 
growing problem 


AGGRESSIVE dogs are becoming a growing prob¬ 
lem in South Somerset, according to the district 
council. 

South Somerset District Council (SSDC) has 
seen a 28 per cent increase in complaints about 
“unacceptable dog behavior" and describes it as a 
“saddening and concerning trend", which can lead 
to aggression and threats between dog owners. 

In 2012/13 there were 68 complaints made, 
which rose to 87 in 2014/15. 

Commenting on the statistics, a council 
spokesperson said: “The reason for the increase 
is not known but it is a concerning trend. The 28 
per cent increase includes complaints regarding 
dogs being aggressive towards people and other 
animals. 

‘ ‘Incidents often arise because people do not have 
dogs under proper control or are not always appre¬ 
ciative that some dogs require space. Not all dogs 
behave the same or have the same temperament. 

“If anyone asks you not to approach their dog, 
or asks for your own dog to be controlled, then 
please pay attention to the request. Usually they 
are not being rude but simply trying to avoid an 
incident occurring."

“I'm already starting to come up with ideas for 
Collection II. I would love to concentrate on creating 
more clothing and getting out there to show off the 
label - right now I feel 
like I'm chained to a 
computer making sure 
everything is running 
smoothly." 

He describes his gar¬ 
ments as “swampwear 
brand - streetwear 
meets kitsch".

Should West Hill be given independence? 


■ BEFORE long, the public will 
be asked if they favour West Hill 
becoming independent, with its 
own parish council. This would 
mean that its representation on Ot- 
tery Town Council would cease. 
However, I am concerned that the 
debate, in so far as there is one, is 
being conducted largely on emo¬ 
tional grounds. We are told that 
West Hill is the largest village in 
East Devon without its own parish 
council. That, on its own, does not 
justify a separation. The possible 
split has been likened not to a di¬ 
vorce but a child attaining matu¬ 
rity and leaving home. 
Independence may or may not be 
desirable. At this stage, I know 
that my vote will be influenced by 
facts, not by potentially mislead¬ 
ing metaphors. The circular dis¬ 
tributed by East Devon District 
Council was a waste of paper as it 
provided no background informa¬ 
tion on the implications of the 
possible change. 

Apart from being told that inde¬ 
pendence would mean that West 
Hill residents would have more 
influence over decisions affecting 


the village, I have no idea what 
our potential councillors will 
have as an overall plan. I under¬ 
stand that some £40,000 would be 
diverted from Ottery to come to 
West Hill. How would that be 
spent? How much of that would 
be dedicated to duplicating facil¬ 
ities and services already pro¬ 
vided and paid for by the town 
council? A West Hill Parish coun¬ 
cil would have to find a part-time 
clerk, who, I understand, would 
work from home, and would need 
to have an office, however mod¬ 
est. What, precisely, will be the 
duties and responsibilities of a 
West Hill Parish council? 

What are the implications for 
Ottery? I know that many new 
developments will help bridge the 
financial gap but how long will it 
take? People from West Hill will 
be able to use Ottery facilities and 
some may feel slightly uncom¬ 
fortable as they will not be con¬ 
tributing to their costs. 

Some of those who favour inde¬ 
pendence imply that West Hill 
has not been well served by the 
town council, notwithstanding the 


fact that its own representatives 
sit on the council. I do not accept 
that and can but note that inde¬ 
pendence would mean losing the 
substantial and relevant experi¬ 
ence currently available to West 
Hill from long-serving council¬ 
lors and town clerk. 

As central government is im¬ 
posing its will increasingly on 
local communities, in so many 
ways, including, of course, finan¬ 
cial, there is a case for retaining 
larger groups in the hope that they 
might have more clout. I accept 
that the role of the town council 
is limited. However, voters might 
ask if this is the time to weaken 
its position by denying it income 
whilst a new parish council suf¬ 
fers from voluntarily denying it¬ 
self the experience of those who 
have tried to do their best for the 
entire community. 

When some of these points are 
answered fully, I, and doubtless 
others, may feel able to support in¬ 
dependence but, thus far, I cannot 
accept that the case has been made.

MARK RYLANCE and Tom Hanks add odd-couple 
chemistry to the Oscar-nominated Bridge of Spies on Fri¬ 
day, January 15th at 7.30pm.

Then there is Love and Mercy biopic of lead Beach Boy 
singer songwriter, Brian Wilson on Friday, January 22nd. 

The subject is Brian Wilson’s tumultuous life and cre¬ 
ative genius which has blend of fact and fiction in this 
latter-day tale of love’s triumph over madness and cor¬ 


ruption. “I found myself marvelling at Paul Dano’s un¬ 
canny portrayal of Wilson in the 60s, struggling to detect 
the moment when the actor’s voice segues into that of 
the real-life musician, dazzled by the construction of 
stunningly authentic-looking faux archive footage” -

In between both these cracking films, The Beehive has 
the Discover Arts film which guides students and art 
lovers through the best pieces in Florence and The Ujfizi 
Gallery on Saturday, January 16th. 


THREE early works by one of the most distinctive and 
undiscovered directors to have emerged from Holly¬ 
wood, Frank Borzage, with a new live score by Kate Lis- 
sauer, will be shown at llminster’s Warehouse Theatre 
this weekend. 

The fdms are ‘The Pitch O’Chance’ (1916, 25 Mins), 
‘The Pilgrim’{ 1916, 28 mins), and 'Nugget Jim s Pard- 
ner’{ 1916, 25 mins). 

Beginning his career as a successful and sought-after 
actor, Borzage began directing short films in 1915. Un¬ 
like many of his peers, he chose to reject the sensational, 
overstated obsession with action and spectacle, which 
was a common ingredient of the cinema of the time, and 
focussed instead on emotional and sensual elements of 
the stories he filmed. Kate’s programme contains three 
short Westerns which he both directed and starred in. Un¬ 
usually for the Western genre, Borzage’s films contain 
no chases, robberies or dramatic rescues; he presents, in 
contrast, portraits of three very specific individuals and 
the changes they undergo from seemingly random and 
unremarkable encounters. Novice that he was, Borzage’s 
bold rejection of the established rules of film-making 
gives a modern audience a wonderful, refreshing look at 
a long-established film tradition. 

Providing a musical accompaniment to these three 
films, luminary of American old-time country music 
Kate Lissauer is joined by master of the five string banjo, 
John Whelan, and Jason Titley, arguably the UK’s finest 
Bluegrass guitarist. Together they provide a live perform¬ 
ance of Kate’s score for the films, combining original 
composition and arrangements of traditional material. 

Kate began her career as a champion fiddler in her 
home state of Maryland and is also an expert claw-ham¬ 
mer and old-time three finger banjo picker, a guitarist 
and an excellent singer.

• If you have to make a road journey, then prepare a set of 
essential items, including shovel, fully charged mobile 
phone, torch, ice scraper, food, water, jump leads, first aid 
kit, warm clothes and a supply of sand or gravel to assist 
with grip if your wheels are spinning. 

• If you're out on the road in snow, then keep your speed 
down, leave plenty of space between yourself and the ve¬ 
hicle in front, give room to snowploughs and gritter trucks, 
and be ready for sudden, rapid deteriorations in conditions. 

• Remember that driving in winter conditions can be hard 
work, so ensure you build in breaks on your journeys.

In that way, you're 
avoiding a lot of potential trouble for yourself, and ensuring you 
won't be putting additional strain on emergency and recovery 
crews, who are sure to be at full stretch in the coming days.
